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Tinkering  Hospital  Insurance 


TiKRK  arc  legislative,  practical  and 
timing  objections  to  the  Socretl  gov- 
ernment’s announcement  now  of  changes 
to  be  made  in  British  Columbia  hospital 
Insurance  on  July  1.  Hospital  insurance 
premiums  are  a direct  levy  on  the  indi- 
vidual under  the  law,- as  much  as  if  ihr 
scheme  had  been  called  a straight  hospital 
tax.  Why  did  not  the  government  inform 
the  legislature  when  it  was  sitting  of  these 
intentions,  seek  its  advice  and.  more 
directly  still,  its  authority  to  change  »he 
taxation  structure?  The  opportunity  to 
do  so  was  clearly  there,  and  it  was  not 
taken.  Why  are  the  changes  announced 
now,  in  the  middle  of  an  election? 

While  these  are  points  the  administra- 
tion will  no  doubt  be  challenged  on  at  the 
hustings,  the  practical  objections  to  what 
Is  proposed  to  he  done  are  acute  in  them- 
selves. Does  the  government  realize  the 
tumbled  mass  of  special  bookkeeping  such 
a change  will  work  in  all  corporate  ••on- 
cems?  Are  special  books  to  be  kept  on

with  partial  arrears,  or  some  insurance 
status  different  from  their  colleagues  ' In 
point  of  fact,  other  than  for  the  indigent 
for  whom  special  provision  is  made  in  the 
statute,  can  any  exception  be  made  for 
contributors  under  the  scheme  without 
gross  discrimination  to  the  rest’ 

The  changes  proposed  now  under  the 
form  of  "inducements"  are  neither  vital 
to  the  scheme  nor  particularly  pressing 
at  the  moment.  If  it  was  not  expedient 
for  the  government  to  act  on  milk  distri- 
bution where  no  comparable  form  of 
general  levy  is  at  stake,  why  is  it  consid- 
ered necessary  to  take  this  plunge  into  the 
hospital  insurance  scheme  which  rests 
principally  on  universal  taxation’  One 
subject  is  as  “political"  as  the  other,  and 
the  insurance  plan  the  far  more  conten- 
tious of  the  two.  We  like  neither  the 
changes  announced  by  the  minister  of 
health  and  welfare,  nor  their  timing  in 
the  middle*  of  a general  provincial  election. 
Such  tinkering  will  not  help.

Ill-Judged  Price  Proposal 


DIFFICULTIKS  in  connection  with  the 
current  cigarette  price  “war"  pro- 
tested by  some  of  the  smaller  businesses 
here  and  in  Vancouver  do  not  warrant  the 
broad  action  which  is  being  sought  of  the 
federal  government.  Because  of  the  com- 
petition offered  by  chain  and  department 
stores  which  are  selling  cigarettes  at  cut 
prices,  a meeting  of  independent  merchants 
in  Victoria  last  week  decided  to  petition 
the  Dominion  to  repeal  the  statute  outlaw- 
Ing  price  maintenance  at  the  manufac- 
turers’ level.  If  the  government  acceded 
to  that  request  the  effect  would  be  to 
replace  in  the  hands  of  manufacturers  the 
power  to  dictate  prices  the  public  should 
pay  for  a wide  variety  of  consumer  goods, 
taking  away  the  healthy  spur  of  competi- 
tion in  retail  business  generally.  Some 
elements  might  like  to  see  n return  to 
that  system  of  retail  trading,  but  most 
of  the  public  certainly  would  not. 

In  any  event  if  the  independent  mer- 
chants really  bHipVe  themselves  in  need  of 
protection  nga^st  price  cutting,  they 
would  appear  to  have  all  they  could 
reasonably  ask  for  in  an  existing  British 
Columbia  statute,  without  trying  to  upset 
the  retail  trade  system  of  the  whole 
Dominion.  Rack  in  1037.  when  "loss 
leader"  goods  were  heing  offered  to  the 
public,  the  provincial  legislature  passed 
the  Commodities  Minimum  Loss  Act. 
which  is  still  in  force  although  there  has 


l>een  no  attempt  to  invoke  it  in  recent 
years. 

This  statute  prohibits  retailers  from 
selling  certain  loosely  specified  goods  at 
prices  less  than  5 per  cent  above  their 
cost  to  the  retailer.  The  ban  covers 
"grocery  products"  and  meat.  While  some 
legal  doubt  is  held  about  its  applicability 
to  such  things  as  cigarettes,  the  schedule 
of  definitions  in  the  act  seems  to  cover 
them.  This  states  that  grocery  product 
means  “any  commodity  that  is  comprised 
in  the  stock  of  goods  of  a jierson  carrying 
on  business  as  a grocer,"  which  would 
appear  to  include  most  if  not  all  of  those 
against  whom  the  independent  merchants 
feel  aggrieved. 

If  in  respect  of  cigarettes  the  larger 
retailers  can  obtain  supplies  at  a more 
advantageous  rate  or  if  they  can  afford  lo 
sell  at  a reduced  price  because  of  volume 
of  turnover,  surely  that  is  hardly  sufficient 
warrant  for  asking  the  federal  government 
to  put  price-fixing  of  numerous  and  wholly 
unrelated  commodities  back  in  the  hands 
of  the  manufacturers.  The  almost  inevit- 
able result  would  be  n general  rise  in  prices 
not  merely  for  cigarettes  but  for  a much 
larger  range  of  goods  consumers  need. 
People  then  would  hnve  to  pay  higher 
prices  for  a great  many  of  the  things  they 
buy,  for  no  other  reason  than  to  give  one 
group  of  retailers  the  margin  of  profit 
they  want  on  a single  commodity. 


The  Petal  Rains  of  May 


ONK  would  not  need  a calendar  to 
identify  the  month  of  May  in  Victoria. 
From  every  flowering  tree  and  shrub 
falls  the  brightly  colored  petal-rain  to 
carpet  the  ground  and  transform  prosaic 
gutters  into  variegated  lines  of  beauty. 
So  many  of  the  boulevard  trees  are  flow- 
ering simultaneously  that  the  effect  now 
Is  dty-wide.  A veritable  rain  of  blossoms 
drifts  on  Ihe  light  breeze,  forms  clusters 
of  confetti  around  the  base  of  each  tree, 
filigrees  the  grass  with  a lacy  network  of 
brilliant  patterns,  and  presents  a pic  hi  re 
of  festivity  in  the  midst  of  the  most 
ordinary  surroundings. 

Some  thoroughfares  are  notei  for  this 
springtime  gaiety.  May  Street  has  a 
quarter  of  a mile  of  double-sided  loveliness, 
as  the  hawthorn  blossoms  alternatively  red 
and  w'hite,  to  merge  at  last  in  a straw- 
berry colored  flower  more  beautiful  than 


either.  The  chestnuts  on  Cook  Street  blow 
fantasies  of  popcorn-tinted  petals,  like  a 
nursery  floor  after  a children’s  party. 
The  laburnum  has  its  golden  rain,  drifting 
from  the  pendant  clusters.  Earlier  still, 
the  oriental  cherries  and  plums  herald  the 
advance  of  May  itself  with  glorious  cur- 
tain-raisers. The  acacia  with  its  pure 
white  flower,  the  lilacs  white  and  helio- 
trope. wisteria  on  its  wall,  each  in  season 
scents  the  air  and  coats  the  wind  with 
dnfting  blossoms. 

This  year  spring  has  been  prolonged, 
with  a riot  of  early  color  and  blossom 
extending  to  merge  with  the  later-flower- 
ing varieties  of  trees  and  shrubs.  All  this 
is  accepted  as  routine  by  most  residents, 
but  it  is  a startling  manifestation  to  the 
visitor  who  sees  it  for  the  first  time. 
May  of  course  is  May  everywhere,  but  on 
Vancouver  Island  it  breeds  a special  magic.

The  coat  of  five  pounds  of  RX  15  is  about 
equivalent  to  the  cost  of  100  pounds  of  10  20-10 
fertilizer  which  is  alao  completely  soluhle. 

Ignoring  the  minor  elements  tn  RX  15  which 
under  good  garden  conditions  are  of  doubtful 
value  tiie  *ame  money  spent  for  10-20-10  ferti- 
lizer wouM  buy  15  times  as  murh  nitrogen, 
phosphorus  and  potash.

The  present 
blueprints  have  already  reduced  the 
Lisbon  objectives.  These  promised 
75  d visions  and  6,-VYi  planes  by  the 
end  of  1953.  and  98  dlvision*rand  9.000 
planes  by  the  end  of  1931,  as  the 
minimum  necessary  for  Europe  s de- 
fense. But  these  goals  were  almost 
immediately  abandoned  as  impossible 
tr.  achieve  without  economic  rollap'V 
The  targrt  was  set  at  38  divisions 
this  year  and  68  next,  and  Mr.  Dulle* 
and  his  companions  are  being  told 
that  budgets  for  even  this  goal  will 
demand  unreducM^American  aid.

_ The  present  United  States  admin- 
istration recognizes  that  elfectlve  de- 
fense ran  only  rest  on  a sound  and 
prosperous  civilian  economy.  The 
same  is  true  for  any  defense  area. 
The  trouble  I*  that  the  creation  and 
maintenance  of  modern  mechanized 
and  technologically  equipped  armies 
is  hideously  expensive.  Can  it  be 
made  less  so’ 

General  de  Monsabert.  commander 
of  the  Second  French  Army  Corps 
in  the  last  war.  thinks  it  can,  and, 
in  the  course  of  a debate  in  the  Paris 
National  Assembly  on  the  military 
budget,  made  a comparison  in  term* 
of  cost  between  the  French  military 
system  and  the  Swiss. 

Our  own  rnijltary  leaders  havr  re- 
peatedly conceded  that  the  Swiss 
have  the  strongest  and  most  reliable 
defense  force  in  Europe.  Yet,  al- 
though France  is  nearly  10  times 
as  populous  as  Switzerland,  and 
spends  fully  10  limes  as  much  money- 
on  her  military  establishment,  the 
French  land  army  and  air  force  are 
no  longer  or  better  equipped  than 
the  Swiss! 

The  difference  Is  between  the  Ira 
ditional  European  standing  army, 
which  NATO  supports,  versus  the 
Swiss  militia  system.  The  Swiss 
claim  that  their  militia  system,  far 
less  costly  and  much  more  demo- 
cratic. is  also  better  conceived  stra- 
tegically. 

•Traditional  European  system*  a* 
sutne  that  combat -ready  armies  can 
throw  back  a military  attack  while 
reserves  are  being  mobilized."  com- 
ments the  magazine  Swiss  Review  of 
World  Affairs.  "Bui  the  time  re- 
quired for  complete  mobilization 
amounts  to  weeks,  it  not  months. 
Yet  today  the  outbreak  of  War  is 
expected  to  take  the  form  o!  a sur- 
prise attack  in  which  the  air  force 
and  airborne  troops  play  the  lead! of 
jole.  Against  such  operations  a 
standing  army,  capable  of  providing 
a mobile  defense  only  in  the  frontier 
area,  provide*  no  protection.  Only 
a militia  army  that  can  be  mobilized 
In  21  hours,  ready  for  Immediate 
combat,  may  be  ablj  to  repulsr  a 
modern  surprise  attack." 

General  dr  Monsabert  proposed  a

Thi*  recent  closing  meeting  of  the 
annual  scientific  gathering  of  ttie 
National  Academy  of  Sciences,  xen 
etally  considered  the  world’s  fore 
moat  Intellectual  body,  was  devoted 
to  a discussion  of  radio  astronomy. 

The  foremost  workers  from  all  over 
the  world  had  been  brought  together 
for  w hat  may  become  about  the  most 
historic  meeting  ever  held  by  the 
academy.  Perhaps  the  most  striking 
feature  of  it  all  was  the  apparent 
youth  of  the  men  who  made  the  re 
ports. 

The  national  academy  has  been  ar 
i used  of  being  composed  of  "old  men" 
* charge  actually  far  from  true. 
Bui  as  these  radio  astronomers  s?«od 
be  lore  the  gathering,  the  idea  of  a 
meeting  of  youth  and  age  at  the  edge 
of  a strange  future  was  inescapable. 
As  one  man  after  another  told  of 
wl»*t  he  had  found  and  what  he  hope* 
to  find  with  new  kind*  of  invisible 
"light. " the  time-space  walls  of  the' 
universe  seemed  to  be  tumbling  down. 


Dr  Martin  Ryle  of  the  Cavendish 
laboratory  of  Cambridge  University, 
England,  who  has  been  working  with 
radio  radiation  from  the  heavens  up 
to  20  meters  in  wave  length,  told  the 
academy  that  the  radio  telescope,  still 
ct  pahle  of  enormous  improvement, 
piubably  will  be  able  to  penrtnMe 
spate  a billion  or  more  light-years  in 
e\cry  direction  beyond  the  best  possi- 
bilities of  the  world’s  largest  optical 
telescope,  the  200-inch  of  the  Carnegie 
list  Put  ion  of  Washington  on  Mount- 
Palomar.  California. 

Last  year  the  Carnegie  astronomers 
reported  observation  ot  a luminous 
object  in  the  northern  sky  about 
2.000.000,000.000,000.000  miles  distant 
liom  the  earth.  It  was  an  Island 
galaxy,  containing  about  100,000  i*no.- 
OftO  stars  and  comparable  to  the  Milky 
Way  galaxy,  of  which  the  solar  sys- 
tem Is  a minute  particle. 

This  was  about  a million  light-years 
uhe  distance  traversed  in  a yfar  by 
light  at  a speed  of  186.000  miles  a 
second)  farther  away  than  man  had 
ever  looked  before.  Ai  that  rim^  it 
was  estimated  that  this  was  very 
close  tn  the  limit  man  ever  would  see. 

The  utmost  potentiates  of  the  200- 
Inch  telescope  wrrr  for  about  half  a 
million  more  light-years.  Bigger  and 
better  telescopes  will  not  help,  be- 
cause of  the  properties  of  visible  light 
Itself 

But  the  potentiality  of  the  radio 
waves  i«  almost,  though  not  quite, 
infinite.  Dr.  Ryle  told  the  scientist  ;. 

The  second  "brightest"  radio  star  in 
thi  sky  it  has  been  determined,  is 
alniut  100.000  light  year*  away.  It 
I*  a luminous  patch  In  Ihe  Conr.tepa- 
tmn  nf  Ihr  Swan  in  the  northern 
heaven*  which  also  ran ‘be  found 
quite  easily  with  the  Palomar  tele- 
scope. 

But  the  Cambridge  radio  telescope 
Is  detecting  objects  a thousand  told 
fainter.  It  could  pick  up  the  radia- 
tions from  the  Swan  object  a billion 
light-years  farther  away. 

Thus,  astronomer*  of  the  academy 
faced  the  strange  future,  perhaps  not 


too  distant,  when  they  might  -ec  to 
the  end  of  all  thing*,  if  the  relativistic 
concept  that  there  is  an  end  to  spa*  «* 
iurlf  is  true. 

This  object  in  the  Swan  Constella- 
tion. it  was  explained  by  Dr.  Walter 
Baade  of  Ihe  Mount  Palomar  staff, 
ix  the  now  celebrated  Hashing  in- 
get  her  of  two  galaxies  of  approxi- 
mately equal  size.  At  the  time  the 
finding  was  announced,  a coujHe  of 
months  ago.  thia  was  considered  a* 
perhaps  the  most  catastrophic  event 
In  all  time 

Since  then  two  or  thrre  similar 
crashes,  one  of  them  a grazing  crash 
of  two  galaxies  in  the  Constellation 
of  Bootes,  have  been  picked  up  and 
tfif  astronomers  have  done  a lot  of 
figuring.  The  Swan  crash  is  m % pari 
of  space  particularly  crowded  with 
galaxies. 

Calculating  from  their  density  and 
their  speed  of  motion,  Dr.  Baade  said, 
it  seems  probable  that  the  galaxies 
in  thi*  region  have  had  head-on 
smash-ups  on  an  average  of  500  times 
each  since  the  beginning  ot  creel  ion. 
now  ralrulated  at  somewhat  more 
than  4.000,000.000  years  ago. 

it  is  crashes  of  this  sort  that  mav 
be  observed  by  their  radio  radiation* 
three  or  four  billion  light  year*  away. 
Dr.  Ryle  explained 

* * * 

Much  closer  home,  the  radio  a -iron 
omers  are  making  equally  striking 
discoveries.  With  finer  and  finer  dis- 
crimination of  point  sources.  Dr.  Ryle 
la  picking  up  scores  of  very  taint 
radiation-emitting  patches,  tn**  *«> 
called  "radio  stars."  with  very  few 
of  which  has  it  been  possible  to  assn 
ciate  a visible  object  in  the  Milky  Way 
galaxy  Itself. 

With  possible  Improvement  of  tne 
receivers,  he  says,  it  is  unlikely  that 
much  more  than  500  of  these  will  be 
found.

Chinese  astronomers  in  the  11th  cm- 
luiy.  the  so-called  Crab  nebula.  An 
other  has  recently  been  identified 
with  a .supernova— an  explosion  of  a 
star  in  which  it  attains  momentarily 
a brightness  several  million  times  that 
of  the  sun — observed  in  the  16th  • cn- 
tury  by  the  Danish  astronomer  Tycl-.o 
Brahe. 

These  are  the  only  two  explosions 
of  the  sort  known  In  the  Mtlkv  Way 
galaxy,  though  there  may  have  been 
many  before  the  day*  of  human  ob- 
servations. 

The  most  numerous  nf  the  radio 
Stars,  however,  are  objects  new  to 
a*rrnnomy.  They  apparently  are  great 
cloud*  of  gas.  some  visible  and  most 
of  them  invisible,  several  times  the 
size  of  the  sun. 

They  probably  are  completely  Ion- 
ized gas  particle*.  Through  them  run 
d«rk  element*  These  filament*  are 
made  up  of  oxygen.

Figures,  prone  and  statistical, 
are  fart,  nul  fiction,  in  traffic 
accidents. 

During  March,  injuries  wrre 
sustained  by  3S0  persons  in- 
volved in  1.444  accidents  in  Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

The  figures  were  disclosed 
yesterday  by  the  motor  vehicle 
branch  aa  the  Federation  of 
Automobile  Dealers  and  the 
Canadian  Automobile  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  through  Greater 
Victoria  members,  reminded 
motorists  and  pedestrians  that 
This  ia  safety  month. 

The  members  noted  that  per- 
sonal safety  habfts  are  as  im- 
portant as  mechanical  safety  for 
vehicles.  Member*  of  both 
groups  In  Greater  Victoria  are 
displaying  safety  poster*  to 
remind  customers  of  the  cam- 
paign. 

The  statistical  figures  dis- 
closed that  there  were  3.333 
accidents  during  the  first  three 
months  of  1953.  including  1,444 
accidents  during  March. 

DRY  ROADS 

Of  the  total.  810  accidents 
occurred  on  s dry  road  surface 
and  about  half  that  number  on 
a wet  surface.  Road  conditions 
were  reported  as  normal  in  1.249 
accident*. 

The  members  also  reminded 
both  motorists  and  pedestrians 
that  on  this  holiday  week  end 
there  will  be  more  cars  on  the 
roads  than  In  previous  years. 

Pedestrians  involved  in  acci- 
dents during  March  totaled  104. 
Including  26  who  w?rc  crossing

In  *the  2.575  vehicles  involved 
in  Ihe  accident*,  it  was  found 
that  2.178  were  apparently  kn 
good  condition.  Fifty  were 
traveling  on  slippery  roads 
without  chains,  35  had  defective 
brakes  and  15  had  defective 
stearing.  gear.
